Inquest on the Body of Clarence 
C. W hite, One of the 
Victims. 


TH E EVIDENCE. 
On June 25th John C. Church, coroner 
of Lee County , held an inquest on the 
body of Clarence C. White, fatally shot 
by Arthur Nettleton. 
Andrew Williamson was the first w it­ 
ness swon#and ex amined by the coroner. 
He said “ I am a farm hand. 
Was one of 
the party at Mrs. Nettleton’s that night. 
Heard the shots. 
Was in the road with 
the boy s, about three rods west of the 
house. 
One hoy said “My God, I be­ 
lieve the folks are crazy .” 
Did not see 
any one fall: did not know that any one 
was hurt until nex t day at noon. 
Heard 
only two shots; the boy s started to run 
and I ran also, and went home. 
Had been 
in the door y ard before shots were fired. 
I had no gun. 
Don’t know what the guns 
were loaded with. 
A lady appeared at 
the door before the shooting and said, 
“It’s enough of this, boy s.” 
Said she 
knew some of us. 
I)o not remember what 
else she said. 
We left the y ard when 
told to. 
Shots were tired ten or fifteen 
minutes after the boy s got into the road. 
They pounded tin pans and made some 
noise.’ ’ 


H e l i n 
L a r s o n , the second witness: 
Saw the shots (flashes of the gun) but did 
to t know until nex t day that any one was 
hit. Some of the boy s had guns and shot 
them off near the Nettleton house. 


F r a n k 
H o w e l l— sw o r n : 
Lives in 
Wy oming; is a farmer: was with the boy s 
at Mrs. Nettleton’s. 
She ordered us to 
go out of the y ard; we went. 
We pound­ 
ed on pans and y elled. 
A couple of shots 
were fired by the boy s; I had no gun or 
revolver. 
When the shots were fired from 
the upper window of the house I felt a 
kind of sting on the left thigh, in front. 
I was facing the house. 
The sting was 
such as the striking of a small shot would 
make. 
It broke the skin on the leg. 
I 
saw no one at the window; where White 
fell the window from which the shot came 
could be seen plain. 
I saw Clarence 
White fall; was eight or ten feet west of 
him. 
He fell at the first shot. 
I went to 
him at once after the second shot was 
fired. 
He was in the south track of the 
road when shot. 
Shot in the head. 
Thought he was dead and we started for 
a team; in going found Will Hackman 
fifteen or twenty rods west, ly ing in the 
road wounded. Do not know who fired 
the gun frenn the house. 
Occurred be­ 
tween eleven and twelve o’clock. 
Moon 
was south of the house which threw its 
light on that window. 
Don’t know who 
fired guns in the road. 
Boy s’ guns were 
fired up in the air; some time before shots 
from the house came. 
There were three 
guns in the party . 
Tom Dougherty had 
one. 
White had no hat on. 
When I 
went to him he was ly ing on the ground, 
arms outstretched. 
He fell backwards; 
his head to the south. 
T hom as D oughe r t y 
; sworn: 
Live iu 
Willow Creek; there were eleven of us 
who went into Mrs. Nettleton’s y ard for 
the purpose of charivaring Charlie Pulver. 
We gave an alarm to notify the folks that 
we were there. 
We formed in line about 
half way between the fence and south 
side of the house. 
There was shooting 
by our party while in the door y ard. 
I 
had a gun loaded with powder and paper. 
Saw no shot used by us. 
I held the gun 
from the house and pointed upward. We 
were in the y ard fifteen or twenty min­ 
utes before ordered out by Mrs. Nettle­ 
ton. 
She said: “ If y ou don’t leave; we 
know some of y ou; y ou will be arrested.” 
We went into the road then and I fired 
the gun out there before any shots came 
from the house. 
Saw two shots fired 
from the house from a window of upper 
story on south side. 
Saw Clarence White 
fall; caught him by the sleeve with my 
left hand. 
He fell on his back; made only 
one low groan as he fell back. 
Was hit 
on the forehead over the left ey e. 
He 
did not speak. 
He had no gun. 
My gun 
was loaded with powder and paper only . 
Did not see Arthur Nettleton; saw no one 
of the family but Mrs. Nettleton. 
After 
Clarence White fell, 1 and Lewis Hack­ 
man and Henry Nelson went and called 
Phil Pierce. 
We went back and carried 
Will Hackman home. 
Henry Nelson 
went and notified Mr. White that Clarence 
had been shot. 
When Clarence fell we 
thought he was dead. 
Took him te his 
father’s house with a team and wagon. 
John Egler, Chas. Smith, C. J. White and 
I carried him into the house. 
First found 
that he was alive when we came back from 
Pierce’s. 
Will Hackman was three or 
fourfeet south-west o f White when sho t* 
There were no revolver« in the party . I 
was the only one who fired while we were 
in the road. The others said they had 
no amunitio n. I fired two ehots o nly . 
John Do ug herty and Will Hackman were 
the o nly o ther bo y i who had g uns. 
H e nry N biaon: 
Liv es in Willo w 
Creek. Did no t aee Clarence White sho t; 
did no t kno w that he wai « ho t until fif 
teen o r twenty minutes after it bappea- 


ed. 
I was eight or ten rods west of the 
house when the shot was fired. 
L e w i s H ac km an : 
Lives in Willow 
Creek. 
Was therewith the boy s. 
There 
were two shot guns and one musket in 
the party . Saw Clarence White fall when 
the shot was fired from the upper window. 
R udol p h 
Prossb. Lives in Willow 
Creek. 
Evidence is about the same as 
the last witness. 
L e om ak O dkki r k 
: 
Home is in Paw 
Paw; Works for Mrs. Nettleton in W il­ 
low Creek. 
A lot of boy s came there that 
evening and beat on pans and fired off 
guns. 
After they had been there a little 
while Mrs. Nettleton told them she would 
have them arrested if they did not go 
away out of the y ard. 
They went out in 
to the road and out of sight, 
I was look­ 
ing out of the south window in the second 
story of the house. 
Could not see boy s 
in the road. 
I was in Arthur Nettleton’s 
room; saw him shoot with a double barrel 
gun; shot out of window; said he was go­ 
ing to load it with fine shot and buckshot. 
I saw him load it. 
lie fired two shots 
only . 
I was sitting on the floor looking 
out of the window7. 
He went out of the 
room and came back; got his powder and 
shot. 
I said: “ If y ou are going to shoot 
don’t put in any shot; use only powder or 
a leather wad, or y ou will hurt some of 
them if y ou shoot out there.” 
lie said: 
‘‘I’ll put in some of both kinds of shot 
and it will whistle through the air and it 
may scare them away .” 
I said: ‘‘You 
will have to aim awful high or y ou will 
hit them.” 
He then fired and every thing 
quieted down outside, and I went back to 
to my room to bed. 
I heard men talk as 
though they were out in the road. Arthur 
came into my room and loaded his gun 
again. 
He went to his room to l» y on 
the bed; he said he did not think he would 
go to sleep. 
I went to sleep. 
About an 
hour afterwards Arthur came and waken­ 
ed me up and said he was afraid he had 
hit some one and wanted me to go out 
with him. 
I looked out of the window 
and saw7 three or four teams in the road. 
We got up and w7ent down stairs and 
started to go out there and got as far as 
the wood shed w’hen the teams were gone. 
We went back to bed and slept till morn­ 
ing. 
Arthur did not seem to he mad or 
ex cited. 
His voice trembled a little. Did 
not notice how he held his gun when he 
shot. 
He stood up when he shot ; though 
he might have stooped a little.

er window sash was raised.

Last Tuesday night at about 10 o’clock 
or after, I heard beating of pans and gun 
firing in my y ard; thought I would let 
them tire themselves out and go away . 
My daughter came out of her room and 
wanted me to order them away . 
She 
was greatly freightened and distressed. 
I put a shawl on and went out on the 
porch. 
I said to them, ‘‘Boy s w7e’ve had 
enough of this; now leave!” 
One of 
them said, ‘‘Let them show themselves 
and we will go.” 
I then said, “ I know7 
who some of y ou are and will have y ou 
arrested if y ou don’t leave.” 
They then 
went out towards the road. 
Arthur came 
into the room and said, “ I am getting 
tired of this fooling, and I’ll shoot if they 
don’t quit.” 
I said, ‘‘Well shoot over 
their heads if y ou want to ;b utabe careful 
and not hit them.” 
He made some an­ 
swer like: 
“ Yes,” or. “I’ll be careful.” 
He then went up stairs and the noise 
commenced in the road or towards the 
road, again; and he fired out of the win­ 
dow; 
Immediately after he fired the 
first shot I heard some swearing out in 
the road and then all was quiet again for 
a while. 
Then I heard voices and saw a 
light in the road. 
About half an hour 
after the shooting Arthur came to my 
room and sat on the edge of the bed and 
said, “ Mother, I have shot some one.” 
He told me that he had heard someone 
talking in the road and heard them talk­ 
ing about someone being dead. 
I dentify 
the gun ex hibited as one belonging in 
my house. 
When 
Arthur first came 
down he did not seem ex cited or enraged. 
J os e p h A t he r t on , M. D., sw7orn; Live 
in Paw Paw7. 
Am a regular phy sician. 
About half past one or two o’clock 
Wednesday morning I was called to see 
Clarence White. 
I found him suffering 
from a bullet found m the head. 
Waited 
for about two hours until Dr. Edwards, 
of Mendota, cams. 
Made an ex amina­ 
tion, found a compouad fracture of the 
skull, assisted in the removing of the 
bone and in dressidg the w*und. 
C. J. W h ite sworn: Live in Wy omiig. 
Occupation farmer. 
I am the brother of 
Clarence C. White. 
About m idiight on 
Tuesday night some one aroused me by 
•ty ing * ’Come and get Clarence. 
He is 
h utt.” 
They said he waa do wn below 
Ed. Ho pps. Henry Nelson called me and 
•aid {Thro ne* bad been skat. H« said he 
+ h im dead but 
id 
him in a wag o n nett Mrs. NiCieto n'sand 
be was taken bo rne. He bad a bullet bo le 


in his head and was unconscious. 
Dr. 
Atherton and Edwards, of Mendota, were 
called. 
They said his skull was broken 
and took out pieces of bone. 
He remain­ 
ed unconscious until Thursday night, 
June 25, 1885, about half past eleven 
o’clock w hen he died. 
He died at my 
house. 
T. II. S t e t l e k , M. D., sworn: I am 
a practicing phy sician in the village of 
Paw Paw, 
Know Clarence White. 
Ju-t 
before twelve o’clock Tuesday I was 
out to attend some man who had been 
shot in front of Mrs. Nettleton’s. 
I found 
a man ly ing in the road on his back, his 
head toward the south; His hands ly ing 
by his side clenched, limbs ex tended, 
feet separated, and an old tin pan be­ 
tween his arm and body ; was breathing 
very laboriously . 
Blood was flowing 
from a wound in his left side of the fron­ 
tal bone just below the edge of the hair, 
about midway between the centre and 
side of His head. On ex amination I found 
it was a litile round hole, from which was 
oozing brain matter ar.d blood. 
Having 
been told he was shot I thought it was it 
perforating wound, thinking he might 
want to vomit, with the assistance of 
Messrs Hunt and Agler, I turned him on 
his right side and he vomited quite freely , 
the contents of his stomach were partially 
digested. 
Turned him back on his back 
again and wiped off his mouth. Mr. Pierce 
covered him with a horse blanket and re­ 
mained with him. 
I nex t saw hint, about 
half an hour, in a wagon on some straw 
or hay in front of Mr. Hackman’s; circu 
lation slow and breathing very laborious­ 
ly . 
I there gave him a hy podermic in­ 
jection. 
About an Hour after that I saw 
him ly ing on a bed in his father’s, C. J. 
White, house. 
The wound had been 
washed off, some of his clothing had been 
changed 
I then ex amined his injury , 
found the entrance and ex it of the ball. 
They were an inch apart, the hole of ex it 
toward the centre or middle of the fore­ 
head. 
I found that a fracture of the both 
tables of the skull and portions of the 
inner table driven in the brain tissue, 
lacerating the Dura Mater and contusing 
the brain substance adjacent. 
About 
six o’clock Wednesday morning, June 24, 
1885, Dr. Edwards, of Mendota, arrived. 
Dr. Atherton having previously arrived, 
about one or two o’clock, we ex amined 
the wound and pronounced it a fatal one, 
and that in all probability he would die 
without an opeiation and the chances 
would be very little better with one. We 
concluded to giy e him the benefit of that 
chance. We removed, through the wound 
in the skull made by the bullet, all the 
loose fragments of bone in there. 
The 
two largest pieces I have in my posses­ 
sion. 
We then dressed and bandaged the 
wound with antisceptic dressing. 
I have 
attended him ever since; gave w hat med­ 
icine was necessary to control spasms and 
ease’pain. 
He gradually grew worse un­ 
til the evening of June 25, at twenty -five 
minutes of twelve o’clock life was ex ­ 
tinct. 
There were no other complica­ 
tions, lie died from the wound. 
I am 
familiar with fire arms and think the 
wound could have been caused by a good 
sized buckshot. 
A person would imme­ 
diately fall upon receiving such a wound. 
He was uever conscious for a moment 
and was virtually dead from the moment 
he was struck. 


—The picnic enjoy ed by the children 
and teachers of the Methodist Sabbath 
School, of this city , passed off very pleas­ 
antly . 
The roads were good and the day 
pleasant, and therefore the little folks, 
and the big ones too, enjoy ed the ride to 
Franklin Grove where they had the camp 
grounds, owned by the 31. E. church of 
this district, cleared and prepared in good 
order, apparently 
for their reception. 
About three hundred were in attendance 
from Dix on. 
As an indication of the 
“ whole sould” spirit of the occasion wc 
may mention a remark we heard on the 
street this morning by a little kid, one of 
the newspaper boy s: 
“ I weut to the pic­ 
nic y esterday ,” he said, “ rode all the way 
up and back; had all the good things I 
could eat and it didn’t cost me a cent;” 
and he remarked further that he did not 
belong to that Sabbath school either. 


—To-day y ou can send a large fat let­ 
ter through the post at a oue-lmlf less 
postage rate than y ou ever could before 
in this country . 
On July fir>t the new 
law, reducing the postage on first-class 
matter, went into effect, and 
bow the rate 
is two cents for. each ounce or fractional 
part of an ounce; the rate heretofore be­ 
ing two cents for each half ounce or less. 
This law7 will be of no particular advan­ 
tage to the poor plebeian who rarely 
sends a letter that will weigh more than 
a half ounce, but bankers, lawy ers and 
insurance companies, and petitioners for 
office will save much postage under the 
new law. 
On the common social and 
general business letters, most of which 
weigh less than a half ounce the new law 
will make no change as it is intended o nly 
for the enco urag ement o f 
portly po stng e 
packag es particularly . Jo urnalists will, 
we are pleased to no te, enjo y a benefit 
b y 
this reductio n o f po stag e. The rate 
on 
newspapers mailed by publishers will be 
reduced fro m two cent* to one cent per 
pound.
